It has been traditional for the Prom to lose money. This is 
another way of enhancing Its prestige on campus, the assump- 
tion being that it is so good that no effort is spared to make it a 
success — even if all the tickets are not sold. This year, the Prom 
is budgeted for a staggering $1,600 loss. While some of this 
•has been covered by an anonymous donation, the amount of 
money Involved still makes the average student wonder at the 
actions of the SEC who seem parsimonious at times, and yet 
■ ready to spend money like . a drunken sailor at others. 

This year, the Prom has much to offer, including. two bands,,

It teems that Santa Claua is doing 
everything nowadays, even helping 
to put students through college. 
Acting as Santa is only one of the 
many jobs that students are taking 
en this Christmas to earn *an extra 
buck'. 

The main difficulty with finding 
Christmas jobs for students, said 
the Placement Servico is that most 
requests wish the students to work 
before Christmas and most students 
Want to work during the holidays 
which start only ono or two days 
before Christmas. By the time the 
Holidays are underway most busi- 
nesses are back to normal or are 
«vcn in a slump. 

VarUty of Jobs 
Students are already working in 
a large variety of jobs. One com 
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pany has sent in a request for girls 
to wrap hundreds of Christmas 
gifts. Students are handling the 
extra rush at the CNR express 
sheds. Others are required to act 
as bartenders, truck drivers, 
waiters in resort hotels, and many 
dishwashers will be needed on 
Christmas day. Ono party wanted 
a person to guard a stack of gifts 
in a hotel overnight A football 
player was sent to fill this position. 
Aside from these requests which 
are handled by the placement ser- 
vice, many students are finding 
jobs at small stores on their own. 

Baby Sitter* In Demand 

There is still a great demand for 
baby sitters for New Year's Eve. 
The minimum pay for this work is 
a minimum of five dollars for the

evening and one dollar an hour 
with a maximum of ten dollars for 
the evening. 

The Placement Service urges all 
students to keep them Informed as 
to whether or not they accept the 
jobs that are offered to them. This 
is the only way that they can keep 
track of which jobs are being filled. 

The supply of students for jobs 
always exceeds the demands for 
them. Girls are in greater demand 
than boys, at least in relation to 
the supply of them. The main com- 
plaint of the students is that they 
want more academic jobs, l.e 
tutoring or the like? Another 
hindrance is that most jobs offered 
to students are daytime ones and 
most of the students are free only 
at night. In any case the Placement 
Service Is trying its best to satisfy 
as many as possible.

■These people are fighting a bloody battle in their own streeti 
this Christmas for the most precious thing in the world — something 
wo can hardly understand and take for granted because we've never 
lost It — freedom. 

Some of them will be with us here in Canada vory soon — refu« 
gees who have come to this land to find freedom here. I know that 
all of you, like myself, who have watched with unbelieving horror 
while people like you and 1 died In the streets of Budapest morel/ 
because they wanted to dofend the right to be thomselvos have folt 
an overwhelming admiration and sympathy for those people and at 
tho same time a kind of dospair that they have to fight and die alone 

— that we can only watch and not help. 
Listen — there is something we can do, as students and as in- 
dividuals. Thero's a way in which wo can make Christmas a lot more 
real for ourselves this yoar. We can get togothor, as students, andj 
help these poople. 

In January a campaign is going to bo launched by students to 
collect enough from all of us to provido a scholarship fund for Hun- 
garian refugoo students. As a body, wo can dig into our pockets and 
say, "Look, como on and bo ono of us." As studonts, this can bo our 
big chance to help. If wo evado it or turn our backs on it, will our,' 
Christmas really bo much more than hypocrisy ? 

This isn't just another cause. Thero's somothing ossontial in every- 
one of us that's outraged and repolled by the irrational savagery that 
oppresses those people; it's opposed to overy human feoling we havo 

— everything that's embodied in tho spirit of Christmas.
